JKesult of tnst Week's Scouting by the

first issue of The Milwaukee Evening 
Wisconsin came from the press, and in 
honor of the "anniversary Andrew J, 
Aikens in the course of . a EJgrned edito- 
rial, gives thsse facts: 
'""The first number of The Evening Wisconsin 
•was printed ou .the afternoon., of Jnno 8th, 1&17. 
It was a small four-page, paper; prmte^lj'u'ppn'.a 
hand-press, the type sftt by haud, whos'efadve'nt 
•was not heraldo'd,£y-any fulsome worcls' tirSiy 
sounding promises; but modestly ariilciirne'stjy^ 
it set to work to do/what H could! forlth'e'beneflt 
of the people and city in which it WEI i rimed. 
The population'of-tlio city st that time was 12,- 
000 souls. Of these ni>t more than 3,000 still-re- 
main alive, and of that number the majority 
have gone out of the groat Northwest, to help 
build other cities and cult'vate othbr lands. ;Of 
the employes and assistants of Mr. "Cramer in 
the publication of The Evening Wisconsin of 
that day, not one is known to the writer to be 
alive today'. Mr. .Cramer remains alone to tell 


. of the hurry and bustle ot the issue of that clay's 
v paper. Only three other persons now connected 


with the publication of The Evening Wisconsin 
•were yet born, upon that June day in 1&47—A. J. 
Aikens, John F. Cramer and Louis Ble'yer. ' 
•"No railway trains came td tho city'from the 
outside world until eifiht years afterwards. 
There were no paved streets, there was no elec- 
tric light, there were no steam lire engines, 
there were no libraries; no art galleries, none 
of tho modern appliances of a cityl The young 
Evening Wisconsin first printed news by tele- 
graph some six months nftorits first publica- 
tion, and ten years later it published the first 
dispatch which came under the Atlantic ocean. 
Today the1'Evening "Wisconsin' goes 'regularly 
to the homes of a city of 300,000 population, a 
city of beauty,.of-wealth and all tho modern ap- 
pliances of civilization. In the fifty-three years 
past more has becii done for civilization, than 
in the previous fivo linndred years, so that tho 
life of Tho Evening Wisconsin of fifty-three 
years covers the greatest epoch in the history 
of t h e world.

"Powder burns have played a curi- 


ously important part before the courts," 
remarked a Now Orleans lawyer who 
has .a large criminal practice. 
"Their 


presence or absonce Is often depended 
upcn to.determine proximity In myste- 
rious shootings, and they have*" fre- 
quently settled the, question of suicide 
or murder where the fnct was in doubt. 


"I was interested iu a case of that 


kind iu the early days of -my practice, 
and prevailed upon a prominent sur-' 
gcoii of this city.who is now dead to 
ascertain for me by practical experi- 
ment upon a body in the dissecting 
room exactly how far away the ex- 
plosion of a pistol would produce bums 
and powder marks.

tic Clay. 


Most kinds of clay contain a consid- 


erable proportion of iron. The red col- 
or of bricks, for example, is'due to the 
presence of oxides of iron. Whenever 
an object molded of clay is baked at 
the temperature of the potter's furnace 
in the presence of a magnetic field or 
influence, the otherwise homogeneous 
clay shows when cooled traces of mag- 
netism in a definite direction. This In- 
herent magnetism is sufficient to show 
the direction and give an idea as to the 
intensity of the magnetizing force that 
acted while the clay was in the fur- 
nace. 


This peculiar property has been used 


to solve some questions of great inter- 
est to scientific people in general. An 
accurate knowledge of the direction of 
the earth's magnetic force in early his- 
torical times has been deduced by sev- 
eral Italian physicists from study of 
the traces of magnetism shown by Etru- 
rian vases and other objects of clay 
exhumed from old tombs. 
The con- 


clusion renched is that the direction of 
the earth's magnetic field has varied 
very greatly in the 5,000 or 0,000 yean 
represented by the age of the-objecte 
examined.

St. Louis, Mo., June ll.—Four dead, 


one fatally injured, eleven 
severely 


hurt, four cars derailed by dynamite 
and the temporary dismantling of two 
car lines by wirecutters make up tlie 
results of today's rioting. Several in- 
cipient riots were quelled by the police 
in various part of the city.' The dead: 
C. Edward Thomas, striking conduc- 
tor on the'Chouteau avenue line, shot 
in the breast by deputy sheriff, died or. 
way to hospital; George Rine, aged 
citizen, shot'and Instantly killed while 
standing in his front yard by deputy 
sheriff; Ed Burkhart, striking con- 
ductor on Delmar avenue line, shot'in 
head, died in hospital. The wounded, 
so far as their names could be ob- 
tained: 
Oscar Marvin, conductor on 


the Lee avenue line, shot in right hand 
and arm, serious; August Smith, shot 
in right arm and breast, not serious; 
Charles Ludwig, shot in hand, not 
serious; Malachy Moron, 
policeman, 


seriously beaten by a crowd' that at- 
tacked ear; Peter Smith, 
conductor, 


beaten by a crowd; Charles Kuhn, con- 
ductor, beaten by a crowd; Albert 
Strong, motorman on a Market street 
car, skull fractured by stones thrown 
by a mob, will die; Ed Barry, motor- 
man on. .Laclede avenue line, hit on 
head with brick and badly injured by 
a mob as his car was passing; James 
McGuire, severe scalp wounds received 
in a fight with strike sympathizers 
which followed a dispute; John McEl- 
roy, scalp wounds, beaten by strike 
sympathizers in same fight. ' 


Five hundred strikers and a com- 


pany of 
deputy 
sheriffs 
fought 
a 


pitched battle Sunday night in Wash- 
ington avenue, near Sixth street, the 
lieart of St. Louis. 
The strikers, in 


the uniforms of conductors and motor- 
men, were returning from a meeting 
In "East St. Louis. They marched up 
Washington avenue with a band at 
their head and cheered as the van- 
guard came abreast of the deputies' 
barracks at C24 Washington 
avenue. 


The garrison of deputies appeared at 
the front door of the barracks to view 
the parade. 
A crowd assembled 
at 


each corner to watch it. Then some- 
body threw a brick 'through the win- 
dow of a Lindell avenue car that was 
passing. 
Capt. Webster of the First 


regiment, Missouri natioiia-l 
guard, 


rushed into the street to arrest the 
man who threw the brick. Capt. Web- 
ster had his repeating shotgun in his 
hands and as he approached the cat- 
tracks pistol shots resounded, as if 
coming from the ranks of the march- i 
ing strikers. 


The band stopped playing instantly. 


A deputy standing on the sidewalk 
took 
deliberate 
aim at the pistol 


shooter and began to fire. 
In an in- 


stant the whole eoiumn of strikers was 
on the defensive. Pistols <\vere drawn 
and ,the men backed up on the north 
sidewalk, where they seemed prepared 
to do battle. The sheriffs came rush- 


•ation to help the miners o£ this city 
•vas paid out -hers. 
The money was 


listri.buted pro rata to the various lo- 
cals and by them handed over to the 
.urn, giving each ?G.oO. Mack Taylor, 
,-iational president o£ the Goal Hoisting 
Association of Engineers, succeeded in 
getting all the engineers into their 
union, and the last obstacle to the re- 
sumption of work next week thereby 
has been removed.

London, June 11.—The following re- 


ports from Shanghai have been re- 
ceived: It has-been decided when the 
railroad is repaired between Tien-Tsin 
and Pekin that 10,000 troops of all na- 
tionalities win be sent to occupy the 
Chinese capital. (The empress' party 
intends to fight. All the male foreign- 
ers in the volunteer corps in Pekin 
are under arms. 
Guns are mounted 


and every precaution made for defense. 
The approaches to the legation street 
are fill-eel with howling Chinese mobs 


. and undisciplined soldiery. The em- 


press meanwhile is reviving theatricals 
at the palace. 
A party of cossacks, 


while reconnoitering arouird Tien-Tsin 
Friday, were attacked by some thou- 
sa:i.<:s of Chinese armed with rifles', 
sppp.rs and swords. The cossacks fired 
on the mo-b, killing several of them. 
A Russian lieutenant was wounded. It 
is reported that the government is dis- 
tributing arms to the boxers. 
The 


American mission at Kieu-Pei-Tang 
was burned Saturday. 


The admirals at Taku, acting in con- 


cert, are forcibly reopening the rail- 
way from Tien-Tsin to Pekin. Gangs 
of laborers are repairing the damaged 
line, which is guarded by 1,500 men, 
composed of detachments from the for- 
eign fleet. 
One hundred A-mericans, 


under Capt. MeCalla, are among them. 
They have guns and armored trains 


. for use when the line is repaired, 


•which, can hardly be effected before 
Monday night. 


The Pekin 
correspondent 
of the 


Times confirms the report of the safe- 
ty of the Americans who-were at Tung 
Chau and the destruction of the mis- 
sion there, which, it appears, was 
burned by Chinese soldiers sent to pro- 
tect the Americans. The dispatch adds 
that within three days seventy-five na- 
tive Christians, -well-known men who 
had been trained for years by the 
American 
missionaries, 
have 
been 


massacred near Tung Chau. Many of 
them were burned alive. 


The Daily Mail has the following 


from Tien-Tsin, dated Friday, June 8: 


"The wildest rumors are 
current 


here to the effect that Pekin is burn- 
ing, but they lack confirmation." 


Trouble has broken out at New 


Chwang. 
The state of anarchy around 


Pekin is likely to be imitated in many 
quarters. 


Asiatic artillery has been ordered 


from Hong-Kong to Tien-Tsin. 


There is a serious rising at Nan- 


King. The mob is said to have at- 
tacked the palace of the viceroy. 


Details have been received from 


Shanghai regarding the ^recent mur- 
ders of railway engineers by Boxers. 
It seems that a party of thirty, includ- 
ing six women and/one child, left Pao- 
Ting-Fu in twelve boats under mili- 
tary 
escort. After traversing fifty 


miles in safety they missed their way. 
The boats grounded and the Boxers 
opened fire upon the unfortunate occu- 
pants, using both rifles and wooden 
cannon. Tie engineers returned the 
flre effectively, and the party landed. 
One woman and three men got sepa- 
rated from the main body. They were 
brutally killed. The survivors formed 
a. square, with those able to bear arms 
outside and the women inside, and 
made off toward. Tien-Tsin. 
They 


traveled three and a half days, aght- 
ing all the way. More than 2,000 cart- 
ridges were expended, and ammuni- 
tion was running short. They esti- 
mated that they killed at l«ast a hun- 
dred rebels. 
The men behaved like 


heroes, carrying the women and chil- 
dren. 
Twelve miles from Tien-Tsin 


three men disappeared, and were mur- 
dered. The survivors eventually met 
the rescue party, and, much exhausted, 
they were escorted to Tien-Tsin. 


Powers to Make a Demand. 


New York, June. 11.—A special dis-

Conger, which the authorities declined 
'to make public, is said to have referred 
to a meeting of- diplomats in Pekin. at 
which an agreement was reached to

Conger is making some plain state- 
ments to the tsung-li-yamen, threaten- 
ing them with the enmity of'the Unit- 
ed States and heavy claims for

can citizen be taken., it is hoped as 
a result of these representations, that 
the 
Chinese 
government has put 


guards around the Ameripan missions

aries now to reach the coast, a= if the 
railroad connecting Pekin and Tientsin 
-is cut, other roarts are interrupted, and 
a journey on foot or horseback to the 
sea would involve greater claascr than 
there will ba if they remain where they 
are.
